There  have  been  7058  visits  to  the  Library  recorded;  of  these,  3049  were 
made  by  Fellows  of  the  College;  20,048  volumes  have  been  consulted  in  the 
Library,  besides  books  taken  from  the  shelves  by  Fellows  of  the  College,  of 
which  no  record  can  be  kept;  4562  volumes  have  been  taken  out;  1312 
works  and  1008  volumes  have  been  catalogued,  and  3598  cards  have  been 
written. 

All  accessions  of  books  and  the  more  important  pamphlets  have  been  cata- 
logued; the  books  accessioned  and  shelf-listed ;  18,895  pamphlets  have  been 
examined,  and  6182  retained  and  classified;  8510  volumes  of  tl>e  Lewis 
Library  have  been  re-accessioned.

We  have  received  during  the  year  $224.36  from  the  sale  of  duplicates,  and 
there  is  a  credit  to  our  exchange  account  with  the  New  York  Medical  Book 
Company  of  $192.74.     The  amount  of  fines  collected  is  $45.50. 

In  the  spring  the  College  granted  permission  to  the  Library  Committee  to 
occupy  the  meeting-room  on  the  first  floor,  and  in  August  wooden  stacks  were 
erected  there  a  t  a  cost  of  $151 .68,  met  by  cash  on  hand  in  the  Book  Stack  Fund. 
By  moving  30,000  volumes,  the  librarian  has  been  able  to  gain  room,  which 
may  be  sufficient  for  a  year  or  two,  for  the  more  congested  classes  of  books. 
With  the  great  temporary  relief  granted  by  the  use  of  this  room,  and  the  cheer- 
ing hope  of  plenty  of  -pace  in  the  near  future,  your  Committee  is  glad  to  lie 
able,  this  year,  to  -pare  the  Fellows  the  usual  jeremiade  about  the  distressing 
want  of  shelf-room  to  store  the  books. 

The  resignation  of  the  librarian's  first  assistant,  die  chief  cataloguer,  and  the 
assistant  cataloguer  has  somewhat  retarded  the  work,  but  their  places  have 
been  filled  by  others  who  seem  likely  to  be  efficient  after  a  little  experience,  and 
all  goes  well  with  the  Library.
